As  babies  it  was  our  mother  who  cared  for  us  with  the  greatest  love  and 
affection;  she  saw  to  it  that  we  had  the  right  things  to  make  us  healthy  and 
strong. 

In  trials  and  dissappointments  of  boyhood,  mother  gave  advice  and  sym¬ 
pathy.  During  illness,  mother  took  care  as  only  mother  could. 

Sometimes  she  seemed  harsh  and  unjust;  now  the  more  mature  judgement 
of  manhood  shows  us  why  she  had  to  be  that  way,  and  the  great  pains  she 
took  to  discipline  us.  She  gave  us  religious  and  social  character. 

When  some  of  us  left  home  to  give  battle  to  the  enemies  of  our  way  of 
life,  mother  unceasingly  prayed  for  us  to  have  courage  and  get  back  safely.

Consider  well  whom  you  are  turning 
aside  (CHRIST)  and  what  you  are  pas¬ 
sing  by  every  morning  you  do  not  re¬ 
ceive  Holy  Communion.  Christ  wants 
you  to  receive  Him;  He  wants  to  do 
something  for  you;  something  you  may 
never,  or  only  very  slowly,  attain  by 
yourself. 

1.  You  lose  a  charge  of  supernatural 
energy  which  increases  your  fighting 
power  against  temptation,  and  adds 
greater  ease  in  the  discharge  of  your 
special  duties  as  student,  officer,  pro¬ 
fessional  man,  father,  whatever  it  is. 

2.  You  lose  a  chance  to  have  your  mind 
better  guided  along  the  line  of  your 
duty.  For  through  every  Holy  Com¬ 
munion  Christ  gives  lights  and  inspir¬ 
ations  which  aid  the  communicant  in  see¬ 
ing  not  only  his  duty,  but  greater  means 
of  doing  good. 

3.  You  lose  the  opportunity  of  keeping 
spiritually  “hot”,  or  fervent  in  the  prac¬ 
tice  of  virtue.  Hourly  contact  with  the 
world,  the  flesh  and  the  devil  saps  one’s 
energy.  Christ  in  Holy  Communion  re¬ 
vitalizes  the  soul. 

4.  You  lose  the  special  preserving  in¬ 
fluence  which  Christ  confers  against  the 
fires  of  passion.  Contact  with  the  Sac¬ 
red  Body  of  Christ  makes  pure  men. 
The  more  frequent  the  contact  with 
Christ,  the  more  pure  one  becomes. 

5.  You  lose  a  special  increase  of  sanc¬ 
tifying  grace  which  gives  you  the  right 
to  a  greater  degree  of  happiness  in  hea¬ 
ven;  this  lasts  for  eternity. 

6.  You  miss  a  personal  visit  with 
Christ,  and  with  it  the  spiritual  joy,  the 
sweetness,  and  particular  comfort  that 
comes  from  a  fervent  Communion. 

7.  You  miss  the  chance  to  offer  up 
Christ  as  your  gift  in  petition  for  a  re¬ 
turn  gift  from  your  Father  in  Heaven. 

8.  You  miss  the  opportunity  of  having 
remitted  a  part,  or  all,  of  the  temppral 
punishment  due  to  your  sins. 

9.  You  may  lose: 

a.  Complete  victory  over  some  fault 
or  passion; 

b.  some  particular  grace  long  prayed 
for; 

c.  the  conversion  or  salvation  of 


some  soul ; 

d.  deliverance  of  a  relative  or  friend 
from  Purgatory;

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The  Characteristics  of  Catholic  Action 

Writers  on  Catholic  Action,  analyzing  the  definition  are  in  the  habit  of 
pointing  out  four  great  characteristics  which  must  exist  together  before 
Catholic  Action  can  be  present.  These  characteristics  and  their  principle 
implications  are  outlined  in  the  following  table  which  will  indicate  the  future 
development  of  Catholic  Action  technique: 

1.  Catholic  Action  is  the  work  of  Laymen: 

a.  of  lay  responsibility  and  hence  of  intense  personal  formation; 

b.  of  lay  responsibility  in  and  to  one’s  own  “natural  medium”  of  life. 

2.  Catholic  Action  is  an  apostolate: 

a.  an  apostolate  of  like  by  like; 

b.  social  apostolate ; 

c.  a  universal  apostolate.  ‘ 

3.  Catholic  Action  is  organized  in  a  definite  way; 

a.  in  a  way  determined  by  hierarchical  authority; 

b.  and  fitting  into  a  universal  plan  of  world  organization; 

c.  characterized  by  “milieu-specialization; 

d.  and  by  “cell  technique”. 

4.  Catholic  Action  is  under  the  direct  authority  of  the  hierarchy: 

a.  mandated  by  the  Bishop,  and  subordinate  to  him. 

b.  and  thus  possessing  an  official  status  in  the  Church’s  apostolate. 


All  other  Catholic  activities  whatever  will  possess  one  or  more  of  these 
characteristics  but  only  Catholic  Action  unites  them  all. 


How  many  of  us  realize  the  power

When  we  violate  these  laws  we  suffer 
in  consequence  by  experiencing  poverty, 
sickness,  loneliness,  unemployment,  and 
inharmony. 

What  are  you  thinking?  Do  you  want 
love?  Do  you  heed  wealth?  Do  you  de¬ 


sire  companionship?  Do  you  want  beau¬ 
ty  ?  Is  it  gayety  and  adventure  you  long 
for?  Is  your  heart  in  your  work?  If 
you  are  not  experiencing  these  condi¬ 
tions  the  thing  to  do  is  to  start  house¬ 
cleaning.  Somewhere  behind  that  brow 
of  yours  mental  cobwebs  lie  and  dust 
has  collected.  Worry,  hate,  selfishness, 
predjudice,  and  envy  have  accumulated. 

Shoo  out  all  these  unwanted  so-and- 
sos  and  clean  that  bit  of  gray  matter 
until  it  shines  gloriously  and  beautiful¬ 
ly.  Sow  thoughts  of  optimism.  Give 
love.  Give  worthily  and  generously  of 
the  time  and  money  you  now  have.  Be 
friendly.  Find  the  beauty  around  you 
and  absorb  it  eagerly.  Spill  laughter.
